WASHINGTON, April 3.—Mr. Voorhcas 


)n the senate Monday made the open- 
ing- speech on' the.tariff question. Mr. 
Voorhees challenged the attention of 
the senate and the country to the fact 
that by the provision of this bill the 
seeming paradox of a reduction of 
taxes and at the same time an increase 
of public revenue will be reconciled 
when it becomes a law. The reduc- 
tions, ho claims, were as follows: 


On chemicals, $1,000.000; on pottery, 


11,800,000; on glass, $1,500,000: on met- 
als, 
$13,500,000; on wood, $300,000; on 


tobacco, $3,300,000; on 
agricultural' 


products, 13,800,000; on spirits, wines, 
etc., $1,500,000; on cotton manufactures, 
$3,450,000; on flax, hemp and jute man- 
ufactures, $6,000,000; on woolen manu- 
factures, $23,500,000; on paper and pulp, 
$300,000; on sundries, $2,450,000, trans- 
ferred to the free list, $13,170,000; total, 
$70,1170,000. 


To these reductions must be added, 


he said, the imposing fact that the bill 
provides for a full and ample revenue, 
largely in excess of present supplies, 
with which to meet all the require- 
ments of the public credit. 


Taking the estimated expenditures 


of the fiscal year, 1804, at $451,400,000 
there are to be placed against those 
estimates the estimated^reventtes ex- 
pected to accrue under the provisions 
of the bill as follows: 


Internal revenue, under present laws, 


$1(50,000,000. Additions made by the 
pending bill: Income tax, $30,000,000;

There is no terror to me, he said, 


in a surplus^ike this. On the contrary, 
it is a source of safety, and can at any 
time bfi wisely and honorably devoted 
to the best purposes of good govern- 
ment, the payment of debts, and the 
stoppage of interest. It can also be re- 
duced by a revision of tariff rates 
whenever found necessary. 


Mr. Voorhees defended the ad valor- 


em duties as against the specific tax. 
He declared that on the-subject .of 
sugar the MeKinley law is a juggle 
and a fraud, and was intended as a 
fraud. 
Absolute free trade in sugar is 


an attractive theme, but no such thing 
has ever existed for a. single hour since 
the organization of this government. 
It is conceded by sill parties that the 
duties paid on all imported sugar goes 
more fairly and. squarely into 
the 


treasury than any other duty provided 
by law, and it follows, as light follows 
darkness, that tariff 
taxation can 


theFefore be reduced in proportion on 
other things which the people have to 
buy and use. 


.Speaking of the reciprocity clause of 


the MeKinley bill, Mr. Voorhees said: 


Here is a tariff schedule containing' 


five articles of prime necessity to the 
American pepple which are to be heav- 
ily taxed and their cost to the consum 
er largely increased, at the mere will 
and pleasure of the president of the 
United States, whoever he may happen 
to be, and as often as he pleases. 


With the same stroke of his pen he 


can, by virtue of this law, put a tarifl 
tax of 8 cents per pound on coffee, 10 
cents 
per 
pound 
on tea 
and 


cents per pound on raw and uncurec 
hides. These burdens, when imposec 
as they are authorized, will have to be 
borne by the American consumer am 
taxpayer, and by no one else. The in 
habitants of the offending countri 
against whom proclamation is mad< 
are indifferent or, perhaps, amused 
spectators of our retaliatory proceed 
ings against our own citizens. 


As to the whisky tax, Mr. Voorhees 


said he would be glad to have made i 
$1.20 instead of $1.10 per gallon, am 
he defended the proposed extension o 
the bonded period. 


In regard to the income tax, Mr 


Voorhees said in part: The proposition 
contained in the pending bill to levy a 
tax of 2 per cent, on all net incomes o 
corporations and of individuals in ex 
cess of $4,000 per annum is so just an 
equitable toward the hard-workinc 
taxpayers of meager resources through 
out the entire country that no word in 
its defense or explanation would seem 
necessary here or anywhere else.

A Horrible Phase of Justice Among the 


Mongolians. 


In December, 1S1H,1 w:is in C;intou. 


One afternoon I visited the principal 
law court. Two prisoners in chains 
were introduced—one an old man, too 
infirm to walk, the other a youth, tol- 
erably vigorous, but abject and forlorn 
in demeanor. The presiding mandarin 
appeared, sat clown and sipped his ten, 
while an official puttered out a long- 
oration, presumably an 
indictment, 


for the prisoners proceeded, as I un- 
derstood, to plead "not guilty." What 
followed, says a. writer in the Specta- 
tor, was this: •_ The old man was held 
up—not held down—while two stolid 
Chinamen 
flogged 
him with long-, 


pliant canes above the knees. The 
youth was divested of his chains, 
which were then piled up in front of 
him. 
Upon these he w;is compelled to 


kneel, while his feet, hands and pig- 
tail were all attached by a cord to 
a post behind him and tightly secured. 


The cries of the victims and the com- 


plete composure of the spectators were 
alike disgusting.. I said as much to 
my-guide, whom I generally regarded 
as an amiable being. His reply was: 
"This very interesting-. I never scon 
this before," though 1 have no doubt 
he had. The explanation of the dread- 
ful scene—excuse tbcre could be none— 
was that, by the law of China, no man 
can be executed until he has confessed 
his guilt. These two individuals had 
been convicted beyond doubt of hein- 
ous crimes, but they refused to confess. 
The alternative before-, them was exe- 
cution or death by torture, and appar- 
ently they preferred the latter. The 
ceremony I witnessed was to be re- 
peated dc die in diem until either life 
or resolution gave way. How the end 
came, of course. I never knew. 


The Motto Oueht Really Not to Contain 


More Than Eight Syllable*. 


The art of composing- the motto was 


subjected to severe rules. The "body" 
and the "soul" were required to lie in 
such relation to each other that the 
"soul" should invariably explain the 
"body." The leg-end nmst be concise, 
neatly turned and ingeniously sug- 
gestive—like the "Desdichado" of the 
disinherited knight in "Ivanhoe," says 
the Year Round. 


It had always to be applicable to the 


person as well as to the material object 
forming the "body," and it must not 
be drawn from things unknown, nor 
mxist it be too enigmatic or too facile, 
too humble, or above all, too arrogant. 


Again, it was essential that the fig- 


ure should be agreeable to the eye and 
its idea to the mind. Finally the de- 
vice was perfect only when the "body" 
was unique and the "soul," or motto, 
in a language which was not the 
mother tongue of him who bore it. 


The 'motto ought not to contain 


more than eight syllables. 
That of 


our order of the Garter, "H"oni soit 
qui mal y pense," contains only seven; 
that of our kings, "Dieu et mon 
droit," only four. 
The device of Leo 


X. was a yoke with "Suave" for the 
motto—"The yoke of the Lord is 
sweet." That of Henry III., king of 
France and Poland, two crowns on the 
earth and one up above, with the 
motto: "jManet ultima obelo;". that 
of Charles V., the pillars of Hercules, 
and the legend, "Ne plus ultra." 


Devices went out of vogue in the 


seventeenth century, and now survive 
only in the coats-of-arms of the older 
families, where the reader, if he be so 
disposed, may study them at leisure 
and examine how nearly 
they ap- 


proach the ideal embodied in the fore- 
going rules.

A. Climatic »cdi8ity There and • Jealoui 


D*vlce to Old-Time Venice. 


. HeelB, it is said, owe their origin to 
Persia, where they were introduced 
upon sandals in the shape of blocks of 
wood fixed underneath, such being tho 
root idea of those deformities to which 
lovely woman owes so many of her 
woes, says the New York Journal. A 
high, unsteady heel, it is an open 
secret, injures the leg tendons and af- 
fects the spine as well as internal or- 
gans, which are liable to be displaced 
by the thrown forward position en- 
tailed. In Persia, the first home of 
tho heel, however, these blocks of 
wood are used simply to "raise the 
-ieet from the burning sands of that 
country, and were two inches high." 
With the Persian women these blocks 
were vastly higher than those affected 
by men, their height being from eight- 
een inches to two feet, thus becoming 
more of the nature of stilts than any- 
thing- else. Stra-ngely enough, many 
years after a similar fashion came into 
vogue in Venice; but the motive in this 
case was comically different, for "by 
its means jealous husbands thought 
they would be able to keep their wives 
at home." 
The supports of such shoes 


in Venice were called "chimneys," nnd 
to appease the vanity of the ladies, 
and doubtless also to sugar the pill, 
were made highly ornate. The height 
of these ehirmieys determine'd the rank 
of the wearer, an extra coating for the 
pill, "the noblest dames being per- 
mitted to wear them one-half yard or 
more high."

Kvery such insectiv- 
orous insect as the ladybird is wel- 
comed by those who slnijfg-le with the 
ever-increasing swarm of creatures 
that a.ttaeh vegetation.

USEFUL ALLIGATORS. 


They Are Valuable a» Ue.lro3»r» of Troub- 


(etoinA Rodenta. 


The bayous of Louisiana were form- 


erly the homes of alligators without 
number. They did no particular harm 
except by catching stray a pig or clop 
now and then; nor were they known 
to be of nny purticulnr use. The peo- 
ple, for the most part, let them alone. 


Then there sprang up at the north a 


demand for alligator skins for the 
making of satchels, pocketbooks anc 
the Hke, nnd the natural result fol- 
lowed. The alligators were killed in 
great numbers, till presently they were 
almost destroyed. 


No harm was done, people thought 


but by and by it bcg-nn to be noticed 
that certain mischievous quadrupeds 
were multiplying. In the rice fields, 
according to u Louisiana exchange, the 
muskruts increased in such numbers 
that it became hard work to keep \ip 
the back Icvucs,which hail bei-n built to 
keep the water on the rice during the 
growing season. 
\Vhnfc perhaps uas 


more (serious, the same burrowing ro- 
dents infested the front luvees, nnd 
nothing but constant, watchfulness 
a verted, disastrous consequences. 


Then market gardeners began to 


complain of an alarming increase In 
the number of rabbits, raccoons and 
other animals which preyed upon the 
cauliflower, cnbbage, lettuce mid simi- 
lar vegetables. Home of the gardeners 
were compelled to inclose thoir gar- 
dens with close wire fences, or else 
abandon the cultivation of some of 
their most profitable crops. 


The alligators had not been useless, 


and the people had learned nnew that 
it is dangerous to go too fast and too 
far in disturbing t)ie order of nature. 


C&ltlno Protestors. 


In an exhibition of trained wild ani- 


mals now open in New York a number 
of large and very intelligent dogs are 
always introduced into the cage with 
the other bcnsts. This is t,aid to be 
for the protection of the trainers, the 
quick instinct of the dogs enabling

dogs would rush upon the wild creature:! 
and thus give siiflk-iunt warning to tlit 
trainers to retire. It is an exhibition 
in xvliich the men in charge run a very 
serious risk. 


A CAMEL IN GRANITE. 


On* I* 
i'.mnil In Arlioo» That I» • 
Perfect I.lkeneoi. 


One of the most curious rock forma- 


tions in the world is to be seen lu Ari- 
zona. It is a short distance eastof the 
stage rotul between Tucson and Or- 
acle, and stands on a knoll several 
feet above the surrounding sandhills. 
When first seen the'effect is startling-, 
and the mind has to get over a shock 
before the peculiar object can be com- 
prehended. It is a most perfect rep- 
resentation of a camel, and is formed 
of one piece of granite. 


This curiosity, says the Pittsburgh 


Dispatch, is of colossal size, bnt, per- 
fectly proportioned. It is about sixty 
feet high and very wide and smooth. 
There are very few fissures on the sur- 
face, nnd they, strangely, arc in the 
proper places to fnrm features. 
The 


only real projection from the surface 
is exactly placed for an eyebrow. The 
two humps aro plainly to be seen, and 
the neck is curved beautifully. The 
rock is rcnlly a solid piece rising from 
the ground, bxtt the effect of legs is 
produced by a clump of dark-colored 
brush that grows bcsido the stone. 
The white stone shows plainly ou both 
sides of the brush, and the effect of 
the legs is unmistakably produced. 
The strangest part of it is that it looks 
like a camel from all sides and at all 
times of the day or night. There i» no 
disguising the i-escmblanco.
